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The Good Old Days 


NLY a few of the editors of today will remember from personal 
contact the Philatelic publications of forty years ago. To 
others, their knowledge of those days has come from odd copies 
of publications which may have passed through their hands 
in later years. The thought that I want to bring forth in this 
editorial is the good natured rivalry that existed between the 
various publishers around the turn of the century and before. 

Forty years ago a column under the heading of “Press Review” was a fea- 
ture of almost every stamp publication and the publishers really did review 
and quote other publications. Today it seems that publishers fear to men- 
tion another or a rival publication, it seems that they fear that their readers 
might learn of the fact that there IS another s amp publication in existence. 
In the old days, reviews were frank and honest, frequently harsh words were 
used when the publisher considered that the situation justified frank and plain 
talk. In those days, publishers were not afraid of libel laws which today are 
such that one can hardly print a truth if it would seem to harm or injure 
another party and as a result, reviews of publications, books, pamphlets etc 
are usually a group of nice words rather than a frank opinion. 

With many an item we are asked to review, if we made a frank state- 
ment of our opinion of same, we would be condemned. On the other hand, off 
the record opinions of the same item would sizzle. As a result of such a situ- 
ation readers are frequently misled rather than helped, which should be the 
function of any publication. 

The Philatelic Press like the daily newspaper is too frequently controlled 
or influenced by the man who pays the advertising bill. This situation, cer- 
tain people believe to be a good one, yet as a matter of fact, it is a bad situ- 
ation and always will be for it protects no one except those who are out to 
trim the other fellow and the sound and reliable advertiser is made to suffer 
by the irresponsible competition of the dishonest and disreputable. 

What we need is a more frank and fearless Philatelic Press, a more friendly 
and cooperative press and also a more honorable method of business practice 
between publishers and the advertiser as well as between publishers and their 
readers and between dealers and the collecting public. 

There is immense room and need for improvement on all .three sides of 
the triangle and only a sincere effort on the part of each group can remedy 
the faults and shortcomings of the individual group. 

While results in some directions can be obtained by pressure, pressure is 
never a lasting cure for any fault and the only real way to produce lasting 
results is thru wholehearted cooperation, a closer friendship and a liberal ap- 
plication of tolerance.

GUMBUSTION. 


The problem of removing gum from stamps 
and whether such a custom should be univer- 
sally adopted has probably worried more than 
just a stamp collectors. It’s a sticky 
proposition, and in one collector’s humble 
estimation, a very much mis-understood situ- 
ation. The average Philatelist with a collec- 
tion of ten or fifteen thousand stamps or 
more, Wherein a fair percentage of the ma- 
terial bears original gum, seems to be the 
most perplexed. Perhaps the following may 
tend to aid a bit in sort of clearing up many 
a wrong perspective. The suggestion about re- 
moving gum from the backs of stamps, first 
of all, does not mean to wash them in a care-

less fashion so that either the paper or color 
of the stamp may be effected. It does not 
apply to the ordinary postage of which great 
quantities have been printed, and are avail- 
that when a 


able. It simply implies rare 
stamp is concerned where perhaps just a 
few of that particular item are known to 


exist, it is no more than wise to preserve the 
rarity in every possible and recognized manner. 
From the way in which some of the stamp- 
ists have taken up the hue and cry it would 
be generally supposed that Philatelists intend 
establishing a regular wash day on which all 
stamp collectors will have their stampic ma- 
terial washed and perhaps dry cleaned. The 
same goes for repaired stamps. Folks don’t 
tear stamps on purpose so that the material 
may prove the acumen to repair the damage. 
If people repair stamps and sell them with 
such an understanding, it after all is a mat- 
ter pretty much up to the buyer. If anyone 
is unscrupulous enough to repair a stamp and 
palm it off as being in excellent condition, 
then such an unpardonable sin will sooner or 
later be discovered and the mender will find 
himself heir to a rather distasteful stigma. 
Educating the stamp collector by way of 
periodicals, and club lectures is the only way 
of warning the gullible about such nefarious 
methods. Circumstances evidently control 
every phase of both side-lights, and it is 
often heralded that the wisest New Yorker 
is the easiest victim when the sale of a gold- 
brick is involved. One can’t get away very 
long with anything that is not right in Phi- 
lately. We’ve never seen ten million people 
crammed into such a small commonwealth.

rarities of Europe and British Colonials re- 
vealed a surprising as well as favorable in- 
dication regarding the increase in prices being 
paid. The auction began with the first item 
which was an extremely fine unused pair 
without gum, of the Basle, Switzerland rari- 
ties which sold for $550, and ended with the 
last item of the sale, an unused twentieth 
century collection of 27,000 stamps in eleven 
volumes for $3000. Among the numerous 
classics offered and sold were such items as 
the Double Geneva Swiss Cantonal which 
brought $1225, and an ‘INTERVERTI’ pair 
cut the wrong way, which brought $925. 
Three items which respectively followed 
the ‘INTERVERTI’ brought $500 each, one 
of them being an old romantic valentine con- 
tained in an envelope bearing a rare stamp. 
The so-called Geneva ‘VAUD’ brought $620, 
and an unused mint corner block of eight of 
the 5c ‘VAUD’ brought $1080. The latter 
item is considered as being a museum piece. 
Two horizontal pairs on cover of the Swiss 
so-called Winterthur realized $530. An 1861 
Cape of Good Hope one penny blue wood- 
block error triangle, lightly cancelled, sold 
for $700. An 1867 Nevis on laid paper, a 
superb and faultless copy sold for $750. A 
Romania Moldavia classed as one of the rarest 
stamps of Europe was very modestly sold 
for $1025. The bidding was actively contested 
by a cross-section of very well known figures 
in the stamp world. The attendance regis- 
tered a capacity audience, and proved ex- 
ceptionally attentive to every detail involved 
in the entire procedure of the sale. 


THE Goop Book OF MaTCcHEs. 


It was interesting to observe the tensity 
prevalent when Auctioneer Harmer arrived 
at the last item of the sale. It was, as has 
been mentioned in a paragraph before this 
one, an eleven volume collection of 27,000 
unused stamps. A dealer by the name of Ar- 
thur Stein, and Paul Bluss were the only 
contestants participating in the final com- 
petition. Stein bid $2850, and Bluss bought 
the collection for $3000. The sale over, we 
pulled out our pipe and tobacco, only to find 
that there were no matches. We asked Paul 
Bluss for a light, and he proffered a book of 
the requisites. He remained with us until the 
pipe was puffing satisfactorily, and the flares

than it was. Of the one printing of 51,000, 
only 1,510 were ever issued to postmasters, 


Hamilton, Ontaria ordering, the largest num- 
ber of any one office, 300. In 1857 the re- 
mainders were destroyed, which accounts for 
their rarity. Possibly less than ten copies exist 
on cover, and the total copies now in existence 
be fewer than 100. Fortunately for 
collectors anxious to have some sort of a 
filler copy, large numbers exist of proofs and 
specimen stamps, one of ‘which is illustrated. 
This stamp incidentally, was printed by the 
engraving firm as produced the first 
stamps of the United States, Messrs. Rawdon, 
Wright, Hatch and Edson of New York

EMANUEL SWEDENBORG 





Emanuel Swedenborg, 17 century mystic, is 
portrayed on Sweden’s A48, 100 violet; 100 
violet and 1000 green (Coil stamps), issued 
in commemoration of the 250th anniversary 
of the birth of this man. 

A Swedish philosopher and mystic, the 
founder of the New church, was the son of 
the bishop of Skara, and was born in 1688, 
at Stockholm. He studied at Upsala, posses- 
sed considerable scientific attainments for 
his age, and, after traveling abroad for five 
years, started the “Daedalus Hyperoreus”, a 
short-lived scientific journal. In 1717 
Charles XII, appointed him assessor in the 
college of mines. 

He was ennobled in 1719, took a promi- 
nent part in the house of peers, and wrote 
on many scientific subjects, but his largest 
scientific work was the “Opera Mineralia et 
Philosophica”, which combined both the 
theoretical and the practical. He then studied 
anatomy and physiology, and wrote “The 
Economy of the Animal Kingdom,” and “The 
Animal Kingdom.” 

In 1743 he claimed a divine commission to 
disclose the internal or spiritual sense of 
scripture by the correspondence existing be- 
tween natural and spiritual things, and 
thereby to make known its true doctrines. 
His largest work, “Arcana Caelestia,” a spir- 
itual exposition of “Genesis” and “Exodus,” 
and “The Apocalypse Revealed”, refer more 
to the former; his “Four Primary Doctrines” 
and “The True Christian Religion”, to the 
latter. He also stated that for the purpose of 
his mission he was intromitted as to his soul 
into heaven, hell, and the intermediate state 
between them. Of these he treats in “Heaven 
and Its Wonders,” “The Last Judgement,” 
and “The Earths in the Universe.” 

In his philosophy, which is really one with 
his theology, he treats of creation in his “Di- 
vine Love and Wisdom,” and of the rela- 
tions of God’s government to man’s free 
agency in his “Divine Providence.” He died 
in London, in 1772. The New church, 
which accepts Swedenborg’s mission and gen- 
eral views, held its first public service in 1788. 


@ The use by mistake or otherwise of Postal 
Savings stamps for postage has caused the be- 
lief abroad that these stamps are not only 
available for savings purposes but for post- 
age use as well, resulting in urging a similar 
issue for Britain.

Envelope Sizes 





The Post Office Department uses its own 
system of numbering for sizes of envelopes, 
these differing from those of the commercial 
manufacturers, to the continual confusion of 
the public—and stamp collectors. The sizes 
presently issued are 5, 6, 7, 8, 9 and 13 and 
the collector may wonder at those figures, 
since the sizes do not increase or decrease in 
overall dimensions with the sequence of the 
numbers. The original of these sizes is traced to 
a mew envelope contract which went into 
force on October 1, 1894. At that time the 
Department announced that the designation 
of envelopes by sizes would be changed from 
letters to numbers. Size L became No. 1, 
Size A became No. 2 etc., and up to Size 9 
the envelopes were in sequence of gradual in- 
crease of size. The succeeding five numbers, 
10 to 14, were various sizes all smaller than 


No. 9. 


Since 1894 these sizes have been dropped: 
#1 (old L) 2 7/8x5%4, #2 (A) 3%4x5s%, 
¥3(C) 3 3/8x5 7/8, #4(P) 3 5/8x5 7/8, 
#10(M) 3 9/16x4 5/8, ¥11(N) 444x5%4 


#12(K) 5%x10%, and ¥14(Q) 3% x6 
5/16. Sizes 4 and 14 were introduced first 
with the Columbian commemorative series 


and adopted for the -regular issue on above 
date. Number 12 size it might be noted was 
not an envelope and was the size of the wrap- 
pers discontinued several years ago. A size 
742 envelope was later introduced, but dis- 
continued a few years ago also, but a supply 
was still available in 1937. 





Bermuda's First Stamp 





Like many of the first issues of other 
countries and colonies, Bermuda’s first stamps 
were for local use only. They appeared as a 
result of a new postal law which took effect 
in 1846 and remained in force until 1855. 
This law had an unusual provision which 
authorized the postmaster at Hamilton, the 
capital, to in addition to his small salary re- 
tain all money paid for postage on local (or 
as then termed “inland”) letters. W. B. Pe- 
rot, the postmaster, made small sheets of 
stamps similar to our U. S. postmaster’s pro- 
visionals, for use on such inland mail—prob- 
ably expecting that added convenience in 
franking would increase his profit. The stamps 
were made by handstamping impressions of 
the postmark on ordinary paper and then in- 
scribing in ink “One Penny” and his name. 
He also gummed the sheets. Due to their 
limited use, very few copies now exist. The 
stamps were not, for that matter, known to 


exist until nearly half a century after they 
were issued, a copy being reported and de- 
scribed in an English journal in 1897.

A clipping dated Thursday, June 30, 1898 
sent in by Capt. Fred G. Meyers of Corning, 
N. Y. tells of the expected inauguration of 
use on the following day of Spanish-American 
War revenue stamps. Evidently the stamps 
were late in arrival as the first batch had 
reached this city (possibly Corning) on the 
preceding afternoon, June 29, all 1/8 cent 
Proprietaries. The rate of tax on packages of 
patent medicines, toilet goods, chewing gum, 
etc., was 1/8c per Se of the retail selling 
price of the article. Money orders, both postal 
and express were taxed 2c, but the post of- 
fice was not required to use tax stamps, mere- 
ly to remit the funds to iue Treasury. Each 
Express receipt was required to have a lc 
Documentary affixed. The paper said “it is 
evidently the intention of the Treasury De- 
partment that everyone who has to help pay 
the expenses of the war by the use of these 
stamps shall ‘Remember the Maine’, for this 
denomination contains the picture of the bat- 
tleship.” As we known now, the picture used 
was of no particular vessel, certai ly not the 
Maine, as examination has long since proven. 
The idea that the ship portrayed was the ill- 
fated vessel has had wide currency. 


Mud Slinging Campaign 





The mere contest for a single office in the 
American Philatelic Society has set off a real 
mud slinging campaign. Whether this is done 
openly or through picked people we are un- 
able to state altho we do know that at this 
writing, none of the mud slinging literature 
has been mailed to our office and the only 
information we have is from other sources, 
but if this is a sample of what happens when 
there is a contest for a single office in the 
society, we imagine that the muck and the 
mire would get so heavy that the entire or- 
ganization would sink like a rock in the ocean 
if there were two whole tickets in the field. 

We have always loved a real clean fight 
for any office because we believe that it is 
only in this way that the best qualities of 
the candidates can be brought forth and also 
that an active campaign will interest the 
membership and make them feel an interest 
in the society which never can be done by 
a single hand picked ticket such as is usually 
sponsored. 

However these campaigns must be clean. 
Such low insults as have been heaped on one 
of the candidates for Secretary, could as 


readily be applied to the other if one were 
Wanting to make comparisons. This is poor 
“cricket” and will eventually react to the 
detriment of the people who pass out such 
literature. 





Double Transfer 





. 


As the term indicates, a double transfer is 
simply the doubling of a design due to a 
second entry (or “rocking in”) of the trans- 
fer roll on the plate, resulting in doubling 
of part or all of the design. In preparing a 
plate there are three steps. First a die is en- 
graved of the desired design in reverse. Then 
by a special process this is transferred to a 
steel roller, about half a dozen impressions 
being placed around on the roller. The roller 
is then rocked across the plate, transferring 





its designs to it. This is all done with great 
care, but occasionally in rocking in the de- 
sign, a second “roll” is made and not in ex- 
actly the same position as the first. Usually 
only a small part of the design is thus rolled 
in twice, but that part will appear as if 
doubly printed on the finished stamps. The 
illustration -hows an _ exceptionally large 











double transfer found on one position of the 
10c 1847, The difference between a double 
transfer and a double print is that the double 
print is caused by two impressions from the 
plate, resulting in the entire stamp being 
doubled; while the double transfer is from a 
single impression of a plate which has some 
portions of the design engraved doubly, re- 
sulting in just those lines appearing twice. 
Usually if the engraver finds he has made a 
double transfer, the entire stamp design af- 
fected will be erased from the plate and a 
new entry made. Consequently only the most 
minor double transfers are passed by inspec- 
tors and a large one is very unusual. 





To Indicate Proper Plates 





The letters “A” “AA” and similar alpha- 
betical combinations found preceding the 
plate numbers on stamps printed by the 
American Bank Note Company have often 
puzzled collectors since they seemed to serve 
no purpose. The letters were to indicate that 
all plates bearing the same letter or combi- 
nation of letters could be used by pressmen 
on the same press. All “A” plates for instance 
were made at one time and consequently could 
be expected to all be worn to the same de- 
gree. Pressmen therefore did not use plates 
with different letters together unless they 
had some other means of knowing the plates 
were suitable for use together. It was cus- 
tomary to use two or four plates together on 
the presses.

During a revolution early in 1915 the cases 
containing a new series of postage stamps for 
Haiti were rifled of large quantities of the 


stamps while the cases lay in the customs 
house at Port-au-Prince. A check of the in- 
voice with quantities remaining disclosed 
large quantities had been stolen, ranging up 
to the entire shipment of 100,000 of the 
1§c de piastre. The thieves overlooked some 
values, such as the lc and 3c de gourde, tak- 


ing none of these. At first it was ordered that 


remaining copies be overprinted, but fear- 
ing the thieves would counterfeit the over- 
print, the stamps were ordered destroyed 
and this was done July 24, 1916.

The advance sheets of the 1942 Standard 
List of U. S. stamps were issued by Scott 
Publishing Co. The 1942 sheets of U. S. 
show a marked increase in most of the prices 
over the 1941 catalogue. Auction prices, in 
general, substantiate the new values. Hence, 
the increases will show that stamp prices are 
in a rising market. I was wrong when I said 
July would be a quiet month for auction 
sales. In the last 15 days in July there were 
13 stamp sales held. Not bad for a quiet 
month. However business in general is rather 
quiet otherwise. 





The packet makers are advertising that 
now is the time to buy packets for the 
Christmas trade as prices will be much higher 
later in the year. For once they are telling 
the truth, because there is such a terrific 
shortage in cheap material. Most of this ma- 
terial did come from Europe, but it doesn’t 
pay to import this type of material because 
of postage rates being so high (clipper mail).

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Patriotic Slogans

When there is worldwide strife such as 
is going on today, patriotism is bound to be 
aroused. A medium of expression is philately 
in its many different forms. The United 
States issued a set of three National Defense 
stamps on Registration Day October 16, 1940. 
Slogan cancellations in foreign countries and 
meter slogans at home and abroad have done 
their part to boost one’s love of country. 

Canada used two postoffice cancellations in 


1940, “War Services Appeal—Give Freely 
Now” and “Buy Canada’s First War Loan 
Bonds” both bilingual. There have been three 


common types of meter slogans used through- 
out the Dominion. One shows an airplane 
with message, “Win the War, Buy War Sav- 
ings Stamps”, and another shows a 
holding some stamps in his hand and car- 
ries the same message. The third has the 
maple leaf as the central design and reads, 
“You serve by saving, buy War savings 
stamps”. Some firms have used an individual 
patriotic slogan such as “Serve by Saving” 
and “This time We are ALL in the front 
line, buy War Savings certificates.” A Mon- 
treal bus line chose “There'll Always Be An 
England” as their slogan and it is boxed 
within the British flag. Poster stamps with 
this song title have been very plentiful, too. 

England has contributed “Grow 
Food—Dig for Victory” and 
Paper, Metals, Bones, Rags,” and “Help to 
Win on the Kitchen Front” all used by the 
postoffice. Their meter slogans have carried 


on the patriotic feeling in “Wired Glass Is | 
“Knit ! 


War Glass”, “Don’t Waste Water”, 
Your Bit with Copley’s Knitting Wools” and 
“Britain Delivers the Goods” with flag in 
the design. The scarcity of paper has been 
manifested through the use of one envelope 
two or three times. A sticker _— on the 
cover advises the reader to “Re-use by af- 
fixing new label.” Ireland has used the slo- 
gan, “Grow More Wheat” 
metered mail. 

New Zealand and Australia have contrib- 
uted postoffice slogans such as “Be Proud of 
the Men Who Have Enlisted,” “Buy War Sav- 
ings Certificates,” “Telephone and Save 
Petrol”, “Don’t Waste Anything Useful.” 

Far away India reminds her people to 
“Buy Defense Savings Certificates” and Ma- 
laya uses “Patriotic Fund Preserves Freedom 
of Malaya.” 

The United States is now using more and 
more patriotic meter slogans. The first to ap- 
pear last fall was “Help Speed National De- 
fense” and showed the national bird, the 
eagle. Many different firms favored this 
which would indicate it was a stock slogan. 
The Protestant Episcopal Church draws reli- 
gion into the conflict with, “No Blackout of 
the Cross” and “Forward in Service.” An at- 
tractive slogan comes from Greenville, South 
Carolina on 96308, “Long May It Wave” 
with Old Glory the central part of the de- 
sign. The meter company believes in “Increas- 
ing American Office Efficiency” with the flag 
waving in the breeze. “Y.W.C.A. World 
Emergency Fund” appears on meter 93586 
from New York and department stores in At- 
lanta urge readers to “Join the Red Cross.” 

I should especially like to hear from 
LINN’S Canadian readers who collect meter 
slogans, and from other collectors too.

Financing Cost of Transport 





In May 1895 Director General Camillo N. 
Carrillo of the Peruvian postal service realiz- 
ing that there was no prospect whatsoever of 
the bankrupt government being able to pay 
the foreign steamship companies transporting 
mails, suggested that this money could be 
raised by issuance of a special series of 
stamps to be sold on only one day. 7,000 to 
10,000 sales were expected from such a ven- 
ture. The executive assented and the issue 
was prepared ostensibly to commemorate the 
termination that year of the 14 months of 
civil war and be issued upon the date of inau- 
gural of Nicolas Pierola as President. The 
stamps were accordingly prepared, bearing 
the date of termination of the war (March 
17) and expected date of inauguration (Sep- 
tember 10.) They were on sale the one day 
only and were valid only for an additional 
nine days. Sale of ordinary stamps at the 
contractor’s booth stopped on the first day. 
The decree ordered that seven rooms be set 
aside in the Lima post office and that only 
one denomination be sold in each room. Any 
stamps remaining unsold were ordered de- 
stroyed. 





“GL. O. Z.” 





The above cryptic abbreviation and the date 
February 7, 1914 are found overprinted on 
stamps of Haiti, the pretentious series of 
1906 in particular, and provides a mystery 
to many. The initials and date signify the 
election on that date of General Oreste Zs. 
mor as President, (following another in Hai- 
ti’s mumerous revolutions). Soon a new se- 
ries of stamps were ordered depicting General 
Zamor, the late President Tancrede Auguste 
(who was said to have died of poison) and 
the appropriately warlike Haitian coat of 
arms. Like many of his predecessors Genera 
Zamor was forced out by a revolution, the 
date of this one being November 7, 1914, 
The stamps had no opportunity of being 
placed in circulation. In March, the villain- 
ous Guillame Sam succeeded to rulership of 
the strife torn country and during the tur- 
moil quantities of the stamps were stolen. Ex- 
President Zamor was jailed along with other 
prospective opponents of the Sam regime and 
to insure their staying out of office Sam had 
some 200 of these prisoners murdered on the 
night of July 26, 1915. So ended Oreste Za 
mor who looks out forever from his digni- 
fied postal portrait with a peace he saw little 
of in life. 





When A Citizen 
Supplied Commemoratives 





The 1904 Centenary of Independence set 
of Haiti and the companion regular serie 
depicting President Nord have a_ peculiar 
history in that they were the gift of a 
wealthy Hiatian to his country. When the 
centenary rolled around in 1904, some 
thought was given to a centenary series of 
postage stamps but the government’s finan- 
ces were in their usual depleted state and its 
credit with stamp printers practically non- 
existent. A wealthy (said to be millionaire) 
member of the government, an M. Borro, 
supplied the necessary funds for printing the 
two series, the money being an outright gift, 
not a loan. He went to Paris and had the 
two sets prepared in large quantities. Upon 
delivery, he requested a portion of the stamps 
and these in an unstated amount were given 
him. Government officers however to keep 2 
check on stamps, overprinted all stamps sold 
at post offices with the “POSTE PAYE 1804- 
1904” overprint. But for some reason unex- 
plained the overprinting was discontinued.

Ever hear of it. We didn’t either till we 
saw it on a lc Presidential Bureau coil. The 
place is down close to Cincinnati and has 
two users of precancels neither nor both to- 
gether using a volume large enough to war- 
rent a bureau issue. Another Burlington Flat 
case where Washington thought the ordering 
P.O. had investigated the need, and the Or- 
dering P.O. thought Washington would find 
out. A little bit of Alphonse and Gaston act 
and neither did. In this case it was the Cin- 
cinnati P.O. that should have found out. Un- 
like the Burlington Flats order there does not 
seem to be any manipulation of the order and 
collectors will be getting their copies of these 
at a nominal rate. Although such issues add a 
lot of zest and fat chewing fuel for the col- 
lectors we think the Bureau would check up 
closer as these kind of orders generally end 
up with the big part of the order returned 
and destroyed. The Bird Haven Va. coil in the 
old issue was one of the first of these queer 
orders and there were several others that 
smelled the same way. 


BURLINGTON FLatTs. 


Well, the Burlington Flats 1c coil have 
been broken and justly so in our opinion. We 
held this issue in the same light as the Far- 
ley imperfs and felt that some should be re- 
leased in order that the manipulator could 
not fleece the collecting public as was pos- 
sible. We saw pairs of the ic coils Sunday 
as received by P.S.S. members. We hope the 
144c will soon follow. 


DEFENSE SITUATION 


In at least four Ohio cities the Defense 1c 
items have come and gone. Troy, Dayton, Cin- 
cinnati and Columbus. In the first three of 
these new narrow types already exist. We do 
not know the situation at Akron. Anyway if 
more defense items are released at those first 
three places they will be in a new type. So 
write your own ticket. It seems that all of the 
Defense issues have been one shot orders. 


Notes 


About 20 collectors gathered at Dayton for 
the Central Ohio meet and plenty of pre- 
cancels flowed.----The 1c Mansfield, O., 
Prexy Narrow was a surprise to most of us. 
-~-The 4c and Ic Indianapolis Prexy Nar- 
tows were noted and in the Defense we saw 
the 2c and 3c Indianapolis in U-3 and we 
understand a part of a sheet of 3c were dis- 
covered double, one normal one invert. This 
8 unusual for Indianapolis.----The 1c Colum- 
bus Defense city type in U-12 appeared last 
week no doubt heralding the new Ic Nar- 
tow bureau. 





Say Linn’s to Advertisers 








Until 1937, the philatelic press attributed 
the design for the Lincoln memorial stamp 
to the Lincoln Park statue of Abraham 
Lincoln by Augustus Saint Gaudens. Actual- 
ly, the Grant Park statue by Saint Gaudens 
was the source of the design, but since some 
collectors still quote the Lincoln Park statue 
as the source, it may not be amiss to again 
print my now ancient story concerning these 
two statues. 

When plans for the Lincoln stamp were 
being made, it was decided to use a profile 
view of a plaster cast of a statue by Saint 
Gaudens which was on exhibition in the Cor- 
coran Art Gallery in Washington, D. C. Ac- 
cording to information which appeared in 
philatelic publications until 1937, the plaster 
cast was from the statue in Lincoln Park, 
Chicago. Incidentally, this statue, a gift of 
Eli Bates, was unveiled in 1887. 

Sometime in 1933, I took a photograph of 
the profile view of this statue from which 
an enlargement was made. This enlargement 
was mounted in my collection and for some 
months no more thought was given to it. 
One day I happened to notice that the photo- 
graph differed from the stamp in several de- 
tails, particularly in the position of the ear 
and the outline of the head. It occurred to 
me that the stamp designer had made changes, 
or some other statue was used as the design. 

The only other statue of Lincoln by Saint 
Gaudens is the statue in Grant Park. In my 
opinion, this statue, which was cast in 1907, 
is so securely hidden in the depths of Grant 
Park that'few people are aware of its exis- 
tence. 

This Grant Park statue is the real source 
of the design of the stamp as was proved by 
a photograph which I made. Investigation in 
the Art Institute brought to light further 
proof. In December, 1908, a memorial exhi- 
bition of the works of Saint Gaudens was 
held in the Corcoran Art Gallery and two 
plaster casts of Lincoln statues were on dis- 
play—one of the Lincoln Park and one of 
the Grant Park statue. The Bureau used a 
photograph of the plaster cast of the latter 
statue and it has been assumed that it was 
of the former. 

This correct information was incorporated 
in the revised edition of “The United States 
Postage Stamps ot the Twentieth Century,” 
by Max Johl. Mr. Johl asked me to take a 
photograph of the statue suitable for repro- 
duction in his book and this was done with 
the aid of my wife, a stepladder and a crowd 
of spectators. If these spectators had only 
known that I was creating a scene and risk- 
ing my neck on top of the stepladder for 
the sake of stamp collecting, they would 
have called a cop and had me arrested as a 
public nuisance.

The Lincoln Memorial Carriers 
Stamp Design 
Today we take for granted the city de- 
livery service by carriers in our cities, but 
By A. L. Van NEst such a service was not always rendered. For 
many years it was necessary to go to the post 


office to not only mail your letters but to 
receive them as well. In the early 1840s en- 
terprising business men began operating carrier 
services, often with the co-operation of post 
office officials. Usually they charged a pen- 
ny for delivering a letter either to you or to 
the post office. By the Act of March 3, 1851 
the federal service was authorized to have its 
own carriers and certain streets in the largest 
cities were declared post routes. The govern- 
ment planned to collect 1c additional on each 
letter delivered by carrier, but apparently 
mail matter was not to be so delivered unless 
the patron indicated he desired it. For this 
service the 1c blue Franklin and Eagle de- 
sign carrier stamps were issued. It was soon 
found that special stamps were unnecessary 
and their issuance was discontinued early in 
1852, as the regular 1c stamp was used to 
pay the carrier’s fee. In a sense, the Special 
Delivery stamps are really carrier stamps, 
since they provide for delivery by a carrier. 
The chief difference is that they provide for 
immediate delivery. Free city delivery of mail, 
ending the carrier charge, was inaugurated on 
July 1, 1863 in 49 post offices. In the late 
1880s the service was doubled, in the inter- 
vening period it had increased but—slowly.

Luxemburg was a neutral in World War 
I, but lost its pro-German Grand Duchess 
and a number of its men who enlisted in the 
Allied forces. 80 of these men were killed 
one day and buried where they fell and 
one of the bodies brought back to Luxem- 
burg later for burial. Above the grave was 
erected the memorial referred to by the first 
two Semi-Postal series of the country. 
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
